He is the desperate fel- 
low whom the police chased with blood 
hounds last summer and whom the Alton 
Chief of Police finally captured with a shot- 
gun after a hard chase on the Grafton rd.

A year before Hiaff’s last arrest he mar- 
rie@ Lennie Booth, a girl under 20 and 
reared in that vicious element of Alton’s 
citizenship of which Ed Haff is the chief 
erlminal product. ' 

The devotion of the girl to her husband is 
not excelled by that of Ruth for Naomi. 
When he was a fugitive last summer, with 
a serious charge against him, his young 
wife stood between him and the police. 
Haff was heavily armed and desperate. 
He hid in the caves under the bluffs above 
the city and frequently came. into the city 
at night. The police were several times in- 
formed that Mrs. Haff was stealing out 
before daybreak every morning and carry- 
ing food to her husband. It was this clue 
which led to the capture. 

The woman went to a livery stable one 
morning and hired a rig.

Four 
miles west of the city the buggy stopped 
and a mrman emerged from the roads:de 
bushes and climbed in. It was Haff. The 
buggy went ahead again, and the officers 
followed until a curve in the road enabied 
them to close up without being seen. They 
got within 200 yards of the buggy before 
Haff discovered that he was pursued. Then 
he leaped from the rig and started across 
the fields. He made the best. of the sgitua- 
tion, “Dlit @€xposuré and 4m 
span his strength and his shots went wild. 

e ran into a barn upon the Calame farm, 
and two charges of buckshot whistled ‘n 
his ears as he went in. They convinced him 
the game was up and he surrendered. 

Since her husband’s arrest Mrs. Haff has 
been tireless in her efforts to secure his re- 
lease.

The notorious name which her 
chusband had made as a criminal and the 
fear of him which afforded the people re- 
lief when he was captured, precluded any 
hope of success, but the young wife was 
undaunted. She worked always with no ap- 
parent lessening of hope. 

In the course of her supplications the 
young woman called upon all whom she 
thought in any wise able to help her. She 
appealed to them in a way that would have 
won leniency for any one but Haff. She 
promised if they would set him free that 
she would take him away from Alton and 
never let him return. She told them with 
pitiable frankness that she loved him: that 
all her life she had been accustomed to 
vicious surroundings and abusive compan- 
ions, and that her husband had shown her 
the first tenderness she had known; that 
whatever he might be to others, he was 
good and kind to her, and that she could 
mgs, Dene to be separated from him.

Heavy Differences Between Amounts 
Turned in for Taxation and 
Those Sworn to Before the - 
Committee. 


There is an annual loss to St. Louis and 
the State of Missouri of about $1,000,000 
through false returns made by big mer- 
chants and manufacturers for the license 
tax, as estimated from facts and figures 
made public by the Major Committee. 

Taking 24 merchants and manufacturers 
who appeared before the committee, for 
example, Chairman Major compared the 
fig@ires on their etocks and sales with the 
returns sworn to in License Commissioner 
Keolbfell’s office and found that the total, 
amount which esc taxation in only 
these 2% cases was $4,345,467. The license 
tax on this amount and which was not col- 
lected for 1898 was $15,972.34. This is an 
average evasion by the witnesses selected 
for the comparison of $665.53. Each of the 
24 has stock to the amount of $10.00 or 
over. It was estimated at the ty Hall 
that there were 1500 concerns of that size 
in the city. Cranes that the average of 
evasion, is preserved by all, the logs to 
State and city each year is $998,295. 

The figures given out by the committee 
were compiled by Chairman Major. He 
kept a record of the amount of sales and 
stock testified to by the witness whon he 
selected for the example, and then secured 
their returns from the License Commission- 
er’s office. 

The latter figures were taken from the 
books and sworn to by Chief Deputy 
Diamant. The witnesses heard were only 
in a few cases the same members of the 
firms they represented who made the re- 
turns for taxation.

JOHN KNOTH'S PECULIAR METHOD 
OF CONDUCTING A BROKER’S BUSINESS, 


He Persuaded Women and Preachers to Invest in # 
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City Lots, Which It Is Alleged He Misrepre- i 
sented and Quickly Encumbered, to es 
His Own Final Undoing. 
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The arrest of John Knoth and Thomas 
H. Cooper, charged with obtaining money 
under false pretenses, has partially -brougat 
to ight a remarkable story of peculiar 
financial transactions which, it is alleged, 
ave been conducted by Knoth. 

There is evidence that hundreds of per- 
sons have been defrauded,.mastly women 
and German Methodist ministers, 

In’ the transactions there has appeared: 
the name of Henry V. L. Anderson. It 
has been impossible to find such a man. 
He is believed to be mythical. 


sents clients who, he says, lost about $20,000 
through transactions with Knoth, He re- 
covered for cHents about $10,000 by manage- 
ment of equities which Knoth controlled, 
and which the attorney was able ‘to get 
hold of. For the balance he holds Knoth’s 
obl'gations and notes and life insurance 
policies. 

Knoth’s known methods were two. One 
was to induce the owner of an unincoum- 
bered lot to trade it to him for an equity 
in an improved piece of property. Hither 
the equity was the supposed equivalent -n 
value of the unincumbered lot or the owner 
of the unincurrbered lot paid a cash dilf- 
erence. Knoth then raised all the money 
he could on the let by placing a first deed 
of trust on it, always in the name of Henry 
Vv. L. Anderson. The improved property 
was always found to be ‘ncunvbered to its 
full value. The mortgage would be .fore- 
closed on it and the victim would lose his 
money. 
| In some instances Kauoth ig said to have 
collected renta from the property so traded 
and failed to account for it. His other 
plan was to acquire title to a lot or lots 
adjoining an improved Jot, represent that 
the house was on his lot and obtain loans 
in excess of the value of his tots. 

Knoth is only about % years old. He 
is a member of a prominent family of Mas- 
doutan. Ill, Several years ago he went to 
Belleville and through the influence of 
relatives there secured a position as clerk 
in the grocery store of Otto Rauschkoib. 

He formed the acquaintance of Henry J. 
Fink, of the real. estate firm of West & 
Fink, Mr. Fink took an interest in the 
young man and encouraged him tq aspire 
to a higher position In tne business world. 

The young Man came to St. Louls and 
married a daughter of A. H. Schraeder. 
His w.fe had money. His father-in-iaw 
had more. With money thus coming within 
his reach he set himself up as a real estate 
broker. 

But the young m&n was plausible and 
convincing. His father-in-law, having con- 
fidence tn the honesty of his son-in-law, 
introduced him to the ministers and leaders 
f the German M. E, Church, Rev. Henry 
Naumann, then pastor of the church at 
Fighth and Souiard sts., who had become 
impressed with the young man, also “stood 
for’ him’’ and helped him gain the confi- 
dence of the German Meth 

About that time L. Halloc 
Meni! Building was agent for a tract of 
property on Harlem av. in Clifton hts. 
Mr. Hallock had formerly been a an 
Methodist min:ster and knew all of the 
ministers of the denomination. He induced 
many ef them to buy lots on Hariem 
place. These transactions were entirely 
regular in every respect, but they gave 
Knoth an op ortunity to realize on the 
confidence which the same men had come 
to repose in him, :

OATH MAKING BY PROXY. 


Testifies He Paid a Sum of Money to 
a Friend, Who Evidently Forgot 
to Pay It In Until 
Recently. d 


The Major Committee discovered Wed- 
nesday a plan whereby money could be 
withheld from the City License Commis- 
sioner’s office by means of erasures in the 
record book of Disttict Inspector Mike 
Lang, which were displayed in evidence 
Tuesday. The testimony of August Allen- 


berg, a grocer at 2301 Montgomery st., re- 
vealed the possible plan. 

Inspector. Lang’s record book contains the 
names of all persons or firms in his ter- 
ritory who are supposed to pay a mer- 
chants’ or manufacturers’ license. One of 
the entries is ‘“‘Allenberg, August.” The 
given name was apparently written quite 
recently Over an erasure. he number 
the license was apparently written at the 
same time and unquestionably over an 
erasure of ashort word in red ink. In the 
margin for remarks there is a_ great, 
clumsy erasure of a former entry in red 
ink, with fresh blots of black ink, which 
effectuaHy cover all trace of what the re- 
mark in red ink was. 


PAID TO CHRIS BROKATE. 


Grocer Allenberg’s Way of Meeting 
His License Tax. 

August Allenbérg, a grocer at 2301 Mont- 
fomery st., testified: 

I have been in business there nine years. I paid 
my last license last year. I gave the money to 
Chris Brokate, who keeps a saloon opposite the 
Four Courts, to pay it. He made the affidavit 
for me, as he always did before. I paid it be- 
tween July and August. I saw him about it the 
last time about five or six weeks ago. I asked 
him why he had not paid my license. I told hin 
1 had just received a notice that it had not been 

aid. He then went end paid it. It was about 

8 and 5 or 15 cents. 

Q. Then if this committee had fot come to St, 
Louis and opened the investigation of the License 
Commissioner's cffice, and you bad not received a 
notice since then, you would not had looked the 
matter up? A. No, I wouldn't care. I paid Bro- 
kate the money and as long as I wasn't bothered, 
I didn’t care. 

Q. Then it made no difference to you whether 
the city got the money or Brokate kept it? A. 
Not as ‘ong as I was not bothered. 

Q. How much stotk did you tell him you had? 

. Three hundred dollars’ worth. 

Q. You gave him $10 and did not expect apy 
change? <A. I did not until I was called on to 
pay the license and found there was some change 
due me. 

The names of persons who should pay a 
license were written in Lang’s book in the 
summer of 1898 for the ensuing year. It is 
required of the Inspector to show cause 
why any ore of the number who does not 
pay should be exempt. One of the common 
entries in the book is the word “quit,” 
made in the column for the license num- 
bers. That entry indicates that the man 
has gone out of business. Any entry of 
that kind is generally accompanied by @ 
more extensive explanation to the same ef- 
fect in the ‘remarks’ column. 

Prior to 1890 Allenberg’s sons were asso- 
clated in business with him. The firm name 
Was then Allenberg & Sons. The mutilated 
entry in Inspector bane’s book leoks like 
‘‘Sons”’ might heve been the original word 
erased and replaced by ‘‘August.”” The 
vague remnants of the red ink entry erased 
from the license are illegible. 

When Allenberg received his first notice 
in July or August last, he gave $10 to Christ 
Brokate, a saloonkeeper, doing business op- 
posite the Four Courts. Brokate was a dis- 
trict assessor under Mevor Noonan’s ad- 
ministration. The grocer paid no further 
attention to the matter althouwgh he did 
not receive his license, In January last, 
the police notified him that h‘s license had 
not been paid. Allenberg mentioned the 
subject to Brokate. 

The books of the license office show that 
the license was taken out Feb. 15, last, 
which date was subsequent to the opening 
of the investigation of the office by the 
Major Committee. 

Brokute made affidavit Allenberg's 
stock amounted to $00, The law requires 
that this aff.davit shall be made by a mem- 
ber of the firm concerned. Allenberg testi- 
fied that he was at no time concerned about 
his license; that after he gave Brokate the 
$10 he did not eare whether he received a 
lleense, provided he was not “bothered”

CENOUNCES OTIS AND DEWEY. 


LAMENTS HOSTILITIES, BUT AC- 
CEPTS THE CONSEQUENCES. 


Declares the Filipinos Will Perish 
Rather Than Yield and Endure 
the Preposterous Ameri- 
can Pretensions. 


HONG KONG, Fe. 22.—Aguinaldo has !s- 
sued a manifesto accepting the situation 
caused by the “unexpected provocation cof 
the Americans,” while lamenting the hos- 
tilities, which, he says, -he “tried to avoid 
by every means fn his power,” makirg hu- 
millating concessions and tolerating insults 
and outrages of the.army of occupation 
against the peopie of Manila.” He declares 
that he is prepared to sacrifice everything 
to “maintain the integrity of the national 
honor,” calls on all “to witness the good 
faith and konesty” of his intentions and 
complains that he has been treated as a 
rebel “‘because I defended the natioral in- 
terests instead of becoming the taol of the 
American preposterous pretensions.” 

The Filipino leader further alleges that 
the country is unanimous in his support; 
that the people ‘‘will perish rather than 
accept the odious American dominion,” al- 
leging that ‘“‘even the corrupt Spanish 
dominion is preferable.’’ 

The Philippine Commission is declared to 
be a farce and Otis, Denby and Dewey are 
classed as “pronounced annexatloniats,”’ 

ulnaldo “proclaims tc the world and 
officially dispels the false rumors that Ger- 
many or any other power has rendered as- 
sistance moral or material to the Fillpinos, 
ar that the Filipinos solicited it.’’ 


- NEGROS IS AMERICAN. 


The People of the Island Ready to Ac- 
cept Our Rule. 


MANILA, Feb. 22. 12:45 p. m.—While the 
guns on the city walls and those oun dvoard 
the ships of Rear Admiral ewey’'s fleet 
in the bay fired a saiute in Le..or of Wash- 
ington’s birthday, four commissioners from 
the island of Negros had an interview with 
Major-General Otis and informed him that 
the American flag had already been raised 
over that island and that its inhbitants 
were ready, anxigus and willing to accept 
any proposition the Americans might offer. 
The insurgents have been driven from the 
isjand ent.rely. 

Although the lloilo rebels have given the 
people of ‘Negros much trouble, especially 
In the matter of financial assistance de- 
manded by the rebel leaders, the inhabitants 
of Negros have persistently held aloof 
and now, through the commissioners, an- 
nounced that they wanted the advice and 
héip of Gen. Otis. The batter assured them 
that the Americans would provide an ac- 
ceptable government and in the meantime 
he instructed them not to pny the rebels 
anything. The Negros commissioners 
were delighted with their reception. 

The United States crulser Charleston is 
coaling here preparatory to starting on a 
cruise, 

The United States gunboat Bennington 
arrived here to-day from the Island of 
Guam. The United States transport St. 
Paul has arrived here from Iloilo but she 

not, bring any news of importance. 


DENOUNCED IN THE CORTES. 


Count d’Almenas Revives His Attacks 
on Spanish Generals. 
MADRID, Feb. 22.—In the Cortes Count 
d’Almenas resumed the attacks upon the 
Generals who were engaged in the war in 
Cuba. He complained that chests of gold, 
sent out to pay troops in Cu&2, had been 
returned to Spain intact and unopened, just 
as they had been sent out. In terms of 
special severity he criticised Capt. Aunon, 
the Minister of Marine. Twice he was 
called upon by the President to withdraw 
his remarks, and his speech was attended 

throughout with great uproar. 

Marshal Martinez de Campos defended 
Gen, Linares, who was in command of the 
Spanish troops at Santiago at the capitu- 
lation, against the charge of treason 
brought by Count d’'Aimenas, adding that 
the latter would not dare repeat his charges 
outside the Cortes. Count d’Almenas es- 
saved a reply, but the President refused to 
hear him. 

Senor Sagasta, the Premier, who spoke 
amid oa berg tumult, deplored the atti- 
tude of Count d'Almenas, and defended the 
government's conduct.

REVENUE FROM SALOONS. 
Proposed Change in the Dramshop Ii- 
cense Law. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFPRSON CITY, 'Mo., Feb. 22.—State 
Auditor James M. Seibert has suggested to 


the Legislature the necessity of changing 


the dramshop license law of the State in 
order that the State may derive a larger 
proportion of revenue from this source 
without increasing the tax upon the dram- 
shop keepers. He does not believe the total 
amount of the tax should be increased, 
‘but he docs hold that the State’s share of 
the revenue is entirely too small. 

For the purpose of arriving at the end 
desired, he suggests that the law fixing 
maximum and minimum tax to be imposed 
upon dramshops be repealed and a law 
enacted to take its place iwhich fixes ab- 
=n ge & the amount of revenue to be de- 
rived by the State and the counties or 
municipalities. He proposes that the total 
amount of the tax be the same under the 
new law as it is under the present. 

Under, the present law, it is left to the 
County Courts to say whether the maxi- 
mum or minimgim tax fixed by law shall be 
imposed. The result is that nearly every 
County Court imposes the maximum tax 
for county purposes and the minimum tax 
se eg parece Thus the State re- 
ceives from nearly every county onl J 
for each period of six months trom J 4 
dramshop, while the counties receive the 
maximum limit. Now Mr. GSe‘bert pro- 
poses that the old Jaw be repealed and a 
new one enacted by which the State shall 
receive $100 for each period of six months 
and the counties $200 for each period of six 
months. This would make the total tax 
on each dramshop for State and county 
purposes $300 for each six months or $600 a 
year. This ig one of the laws which Mr. 
Seibert considérs necessary to meet the in- 
creased financial needs of the State.

THEY HACKED UP THE CORPSE. 


NOW LYNCHING OF ONE MAN AND 
TWO WOMEN IS FEARED. 


The Fermer Has Confessed, and the 
Ferale Associates Are Supposed 
to Have Instigated the Kill- 
ing of the Farmer 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. 22.—George 
Logan and the women, Willlams and Kil- 
man, accused of the murder of Farmer H. 
Cc. Thomas, have been brought here for 
safe keeping, public sentiment against them 
in Richland being reported as threatening. 

The Sheriff of Texas County, who appre- 
hended the three yesterday, says that Lo- 
gan said to him that it wqs useless to deny 
the crime and begged that he be shot be- 
fore being surrendered to citizens whom 
he feared. 

The body of Thomas, Who had been miss- 
ing several days, was found horribly mu- 
tilated Monday afternoon. Thomas hal left 
his farm to go to Richland, but never 
reached the town. The body was found in 
a ravine about 10 miles from Richland by 


farmers. 

The conpse was poorly concealed a few 
yards from the road, wrappu:i in «a wagon 
sheet, over which.stones and rubbish had 
been thrown. A wound in the back of the 
head. evidently caused by a Winchester 
rifle, was found. The legs at the trunk 
of the body had been cut off and were uiso 

adly ‘hacked at the Knee® La.er a box 
was found at a near-by farmhouse which 
had been left there by a man named Logan, 
in which it has gince been learned the body 
was hauled to the place where it was 
found. 

Logan was arrested, and was found wear- 
ing ‘‘homas’ boots, and also had his watch 
and purse, 

The crime, it is figured, was committed a 
week before discovery of the body, which, 
it appears, was hauled about the country in 
a wagon, at one time in a trunk and then 
in a box, the driver of the vehicle seeking a 
place to dispose of it. Logan purchased 
grain sacks at a country store, only 
eight miles from town, and it is supposed 
that ‘he intended to make several parcels of 
the body and secrete them in different 
places, but later substituted a wagon sheet 
for the sacks. 2 

The two women, Williams and Kitman, 
both married, are supposed to have insti- 
gated the crime. 

The Kilman woman, supposed to be con- 
nected with the murder, is the wife of Alf 
Kilman, who, some months ago. walked out 
of the Circuit Courtroom at Waynesville 
while a motion for a new trial was pend- 
ing in a case in which he had been sen- 
tenoed to the penitentiary for two years, 
since which time he has not been seen. 

Pleas. Williams, husband of the other 
suspecttd woman, is serving a two-year 
term in the penitentiary for cattle stealing. 
There are many who do not believe she is 
concerned in this killiig. Two weeks ago 
she made efforts to secure her husband's 
pardon and met with much assistance. 

A sister of the murdered man, who does 
not know of his death, is on the way from 
Mount Pleasant, Pa., and will arrive here 
to-day to visit him, expecting him to meet 
her at the depot. 

The Coroner’s verdict will likely be re- 
ported to-morrow.

LEDS LETTER 


St. Louis Priest Explains Why 
It Was Written. 


Rev. Father David S. Phelan, editor of 
the Western Watchman, was asked Wednes- 
day for an expression of opinion on the 
Pope’s letter to Cardinal Gibbons on Amer- 
icanism in the Catholic Church. He said: 

“I see nothing in the letter that is, in the 
slightest degree, objectionable to the great 
body of American Catholics. On the con- 
trary, I think that its expressions are gen- 
erally favorable and indicate that the Pope 
has a better conception of the conditions 
that the Church confronts in the United 
States than has been generally believed. 

“The truth is, there has never been any 


hostility on the part of the American 
(Church to the Pope. But the press of Con- 
tinental Europe, and especially that of Ger- 
many, has been endeavoring, by misrepre- 
sentations, partly intentional and partly 
honest, to stir up strife between the Pope 
and the Catholics of this country. Tho 
German press ‘thas done everything in its 
power to cause a disruption, simply because 
it hates Cardinal Gibbons and other distin- 
guished prelates of this country. Its hate 
has not been softened by the recent action 
of Archbishop Kain in deposing Mar. 
Schroeder from the presidency of St. Louis 
University. Mgr. Schroeder is the most 

rominent German Catholic in the United 
States, and it displeases his native press 
to know that he is in disfavor. 

‘*The popular German idea is that Cardi- 
nal Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland are 
emissaries of Anti-Christ and Archbishop 
Kain is his prime minister. Germans be- 
HMeve that anything that receives the sanc- 
tion and support of these gentlemen is 
nefarious in its purposes. 

“Hence, the Pope considered it advisable 
to promulgate a letter, announcing that 
he opposed the ee provisions of the 
rimitive doctrines of the church that were 
eing practiced in this country for the pur- 
pose of allaying the dissatisfaction in Eu- 
rope, although there have really been no 
such perversions. 

“The whole misunderstanding which the 
Catholics of Purope have for the Catholics 
of America may be traced to the ‘Life of 
Father Hecker, published 10 years ago by 
Father Elliott. Hecker had made some un- 
sound utterances during his life and they 
were repudiated by his associates of the 
clergy. But garbled translations of these 
utterances were made into the French and 
German languages, with the result that 
Hecker was made to say some fearfully 
heretical things. As he was a distinguished 
prelate of the ‘American Church, his ex- 
pressions were considered to be the ex- 
pressions of the church of this country 
generally. There were no translations of 
the repudiations and, consequently, the 
readers of Hecker's badily-translated ut- 
terances provoked a storm of wrath from 
the Catholic press of Europe. It has not 
lessened any as the years ave passed.’’

POPE NOT SO SEVERE: 


ENCYCLICAL NOT WHAT ANTI- 
AMERICANS EXPECTED, 


ONLY ‘DEMANDS OBEDIENCE. 


Practical Discipline of the Church Has 
Always Varied, but Its Doctrines 
Are Inviolate. 


ROMB, Feb. 22.—The late encyclical of 
the Pope ts here generally looked upon as 
a qualified condemnation of the Hecker 
doctrines. It would be erroneous to sup- 
pose’ that it demns or directly affects 
Cardinal Gibb Archbishop Ireland or the 
group of enlightened prelates who have so 
largely contributed to the spread of Roman 
Catholicieam in the United States. 

It is partly the outcome of a deep-laid, 
long-matured intrigue, and if this is the 
only result of twelve-months’ plotting, it is 
clear that the letter will strengthen rather 


than weaken the position of the American 
prelates whom the intrigue was intended to 
overthrow. 

Throughout the various phases of the 
bitter conflict which preceded its publica- 
tion the Pope displayed a prudence and 
perspicacity astonishing in a man of his 
age placed in a position where unbiased in- 
formation is not readily forthcoming. 

The Pope’s letter to Cardinal Gibbons will 

ssibly be exploited by anti-Americans; 
but on the whole, it is not unfavorable to 
American Catholic'sm. On the contrary, 
one of the reasons which determined the 
Pope to speak favorably of political Ameri- 
canism is understood to be the ex:stence 
of the religious crisis in England. He is 
well aware that ‘Americanism’ in thie sense 
of the word has numerous partisans in 
England and that its condemnation would 
have produced a bad effect upon both Cath- 
olics and ritualists. 


In his encyclical the Pope says of the 
life of Father Hecker that “through de- 
fective translations and comments, it has 
heen the cause of many dissensions. The 
basis of these new opigions is that in order 
to lead the dissidents ‘Into the church the 
latter ought to 1 somewhat to tne 
progress of the age, lessen its old severi- 
ties and accept theories suitable to the 
pressing requirements of tne peoples. 

, ose who consider that it is oppor- 
tune to attract dissidents into the church 
by swerving from or modifying known doc- 
trinegs are highly blamable,”’ declares the 
encyclinical. “On this point the Vatician 
Council has declared that a doctrine of the 
faith which God has revealed is not @

“The church has always moderated d.-

Catholics ought to 
listen to the counsels of the Pope on all 
questions. The church does not wish to 
repudiate or cast slight upon the best pro- 
ducts of modern genius. We eee with 
pleasure the progress of science, Dut all 
that ought not to make the wisdom and 
authority of the church to be forgotten.

“We cannot approve the mass of theortes 
called Americanisms which might give rise 
to auspicions that Americans wish to con- 
pt wns 4 amongst themselves an autonomous 
church.”

REVOLT AGAINST CINCINNATI. 


OBJECT TO DRINKING CLAUSE. 


The Crack Southpaw Also Refuses to 
Sign a Contract at a Lower Salary 
Than He Received Last Season. 


Theodore Breitenstein, the greatest pit- 
cher ever given by St. Louis to the base- 
ball world, is here now and liable to stay 
here for some time. 

Like Pitcher Hawley, Breitenstein objects 
to signing the contract the Cincinnati 
club’s Management has sent him. 

Hawley's objection was to the clause 
which imposed a $100 fine on any player 


caught in the act of drinking a glass of 
peer. 

Breitenstein objects not only to the tem- 
perance clause, but to a reduction in salary 
which the club has imposed, 

lf there is any player in the League with 
a mind of his own it is Breitenste.n and if 
the Cincinnati managers expect to catch 
him with threats and hot air propositions 
they will find out their mistake before the 
playing season is weil commenced. 

The St. Louis club tried that game with 
Breitenstein on one occasion, but it lost out. 


It was not a secret last season among 
those in a position to know, and others, 
that no less than five or six of the players 
of the C.ncinnati Club drank entirely too 
freely during the latter part of the cam- 
pales. Pwing knew it. e couid not help 
but know it, for on one occasion the bois- 
terous conduct of certain oe in a hotel 
awoke him, and he was forced to don his 
clothes and order the offenders to bed. No 
action was taken in this case by the man- 
ager until the season was over. Then he 
began to plan to avoid those escapades on 
the part of the players next season. That 
temperance clause is the result. To a man 
up a tree it seems that it would have been 
more proper and probably more beneficial 
to the team if Mr. Dwing had fined these 
players there and then instead of waiting 
nearly a whole year before resorting (to 
measures to prevent their recurrence, 


So tf Breitenstein, Hawlay and Heathers 
drank a littie too muc for their own 
health last season no one is more to blame 
for it than Ewing. Breitenstein’s work, 
however, showed for itself that he was 
always in condition, and the good ball that 
he pitched then is deserving of. something 
better than a reduction of salary and a 
threat to fine him $100 if he takes a glass 
of beer. He says he will not stand for 
either of those propositions, and those who 
know the man are convinced that he will 
Stand pat on this score.

“Lhey impressed on the minister so earn- 
estly the need of both marriages being kept 
secret, that he could not be induced to ac- 
knowledge in Words having married them 
at alifi He smiled and smiled and said: 

“Il guees I had better not say anything 
about it.” 

He remarked quite generally that he 
never asked unnecessary questions of cou- 
ples whom ‘he married, the law having 
taken the responsibility off of the minis- 
ter’s shoulders. 

‘hen he was asked if he was not sur- 
prised by the couple coming back accom- 
pang by the girl's father, to be remarr.ed, 

e only smiled but when the suggestion 
was made that the bride’s fatner was a 
fine-looking man, Rev. Brownson said he 
really was, and also acknowledged that the 
bride wae a very beautiful giri. 

No return has been made to the County 
Clerk on the first license The question now 
arises, how will the marriage ve recorded? 

It :s the opinion of lawyers that the first 
marriage was perfectly legal. The law ro- 
quires a return on every marriage., Shouid 
there be two returns on this one? If both 
wee filed, they would reveal lax methods 
in the County Clerk’s office, and a person 
searching the records in years to come 
would receive a rude shock. 

The ywould show that on Feb. 6, 1899, 
Miss Edith Jones of St. Lowis was married 
to H. T. Van Lenden and W. F. Stetphen- 
son. 

Deputy Hilgard said Tuesday he thought 
that only the return on the second marriage 
would be filed. The health laws require a 
complete record of every Marriage, but the 
law does not seem to be taken seriously 
in the County Clerk’s office. 

Another cur.ous fact ,i# that the bride 
was not married the secoad time under her 
correct name. The second license, which 
was dated back to Feb>-'6, authorized W. 
F. Stephenson and Miss Edith Jones to 
marry. Miss Jones was. described as an 
unmarried woman. The beautiful girl who 
was married Monday evening was not Miss 
Edith Jones. She had not been Miss Edith 
Jones since Feb. 6, when Stephenson, un- 
der the name of Van Lenden, married her. 

It will be curious to see how this tangle 
will be straightened out on the records of 
the County Clerk’s oOflice. 

Deputy Hilgard put in Washington's 
birthday explaining how it happened.

Two Men Hurt in a Public 
School Building. 


BURIED UNDER THE DEBRIS. 


BUILDING COMMISSIONER KEPT 
THE INCIDENT SEORET. | 


Two of the Workmen Employed to Put 
a Fireproof Floor in the Addi- 
tion to the Gratict School 
Badly Injured. 


Henry Palmer and Thomas Dages, em- 
ployes of the St. Louis Expanded Metal Co., 
@re at their homes suffering from serious 
injuries received in an accident at the 
Gpatiot school at Manchester and Billon 
avs. 

An entire floor in an addition to the 
school which is being built gave way and 
Palmer and Daggs were precipitated into 
the basement with two other men. The ac- 
cident happened Monday afternoon, and the 
facts were suppressed. 

The addition to the school is being fitted 
with a new style of fire-proof floor com- 
posed largely of-cement. The work is un- 
der the direct supervision of F. Bennett, a 
foreman for the Expanded ‘Metal Co. 

The base of the floors is a framework of 
steel beams. Between these beams wood- 
en floors are constructed. The cement is 
poured inio long, narrow wooden troughs, 
and ~ tga it hardens the woodwork is re- 


moved. 

The false floor was laid on the second 
story Monday afternoon, and Foreman 
Bennett, accompanied by Henry Palmer. 
Thomas Dages and H. Dubois, went on the 
floor to put the cement boxes in place. 

Thomas Barnes, William Palmer and 
Thomas Palmer were on a temporary scaf- 
fold outside the building. 

Twenty of the long trough-like boxes had 
been adjusted when there was a warning, 
cracking sound. 

e four men tried to reach the outer 
ecaffold, but failed. The floor gave way 
and carried them to the basememt, 2% feet 
below. 

Palmer and Dages were nearest the cen- 
ter of the floor and were buried under a 
great pile of boards and timbers. 

Bennett and Dubois managed to extricate 
themselves. Though bruised and fright- 
ened, they went to the assistance of eir 
comrades. Palmer's two brothers, who saw 
him fal) into the basement, were the first 
to reach his side. They carried him out 
and laid him on a hastily constructed cot 
of boards.

FUMIGATION 
HOTEL. BEERS 


Case of Small-Pox at That 
West End Hostelry. 


GUESTS NOT MUCH ALARMED. 


DISPENSARY PHYSICIANS’ QUICK 
WORK PREVENTS EPIDEMIC. 


Victim Is Little Breckinridge Clem- 
mons, and Accompanied by His 
Mother He Has Been Tak- 
en to Quarantine. 


Guests of the Hotel Beers at Grand av. 
and Olive st. received the surprise of their 
lives Tuesday night when Chief Dispensary 
Physician Jordan, of the City Health De- 
partment, called at every room and notl- 
fled the occupants that there was @ case 
of smallpox in the hotel. 

Breckinridge Clemmons, the patient, is a 
child. He and his mother were removed 
from the hotel to the isolation ward in the 
old City Hall Tuesday night. Wednesday 
morning Dr. Jordan sent Dr. Berber and 
two assistants to the hotel to vaccinate all 
the employes and guests. The laundress, 
who washed for Mrs. Clemmons, will be 
sought out and vaccinated also. Dr. Jordan 
had the ‘‘fumigating box’”’ sent to the hotel, 
and the wardrobe of the Clemmons family 
will be subjected to treatment. All the 
bedding of the rooms occupied by the lit- 
tle patient’s party will be burned. Dr. 
Jordan has ordered that every step be 
taken in the way of fumigation, and he 
says he does not anticipate any further 
outbreak of the pest in the hotel. 

The members of the Clemmons party left 
the hotel Wednesday evening and spent the 
greater part of .the day in the isolation 


ward. After their clothing at the hotel and 
that worn by them to the old City Hall is 
thoroughly fumigated they will return to 
the hotel. : | 

There is, as might be supposed, a little 
concern among the other hotel guests over 
the discovery made by Dr. Jordan, but 
everybody apparently is exercising admir- 
able self-control. - No one has yet become 
so frightened as to move and start @ gen~ 
eral alarm, 

Wednesday evening the ladies and ao 
tlemen living at the Beers sat around in 
the reception rooms and discussed the state 
of affairs and the best means to meet the 
situation in a rather matter-of-fact way. 
It seemed to be the universal sentiment 
that vaccination should be resorted to by 
every occupant of the hotel from . Mrs. 
Beers, the proprietress, down to the ele- 
vator conductor. 

It was not. generally known among the 
guests that there was even a sick child in 
the hotel umtil Monday. Wigen officially 
informed of the presence of alilpox in 
their number they were at first greatly 
alarmed, but Dr. Jordan’s assurance that 
there were certain features of the case 
which considerably lessened the ordinary 
possibilities of a spread of the disease, 
quieted them. These features consist of 
the fact that the sick child has been under 
surveillance of the City Health Department 
ever since he arrived in St. Louis, and that 
the family has mingled but little with other 
guests in the house. 

Dr. Jordan traces the outbreak of small- 

ox directly to contact with O. B. McCul- 
jom, the smallpox patient who was forced 
by the passengers to leave an Iron Moun- 
tain train in Texas two weeks ago. Word 
was sent to the Health Department at the 
time, and Dr. Jordan, «oe “rue by Dr. 
Vogel, met the train about miles from 
St.Louis. He attempted to vaccinate all the 
passengers, but tney refused to allow the 
operation. The Doctors pleaded, but the 
best they could do was to effect a compro- 
mise. Each senger who intended to re- 
main in St. Louis for any length of time 
gave his address to Dr. Jordan, and since 
then has been under the watch of dispen- 
sary physicians. 

e Clemmons party, consisting of Mrs. 
Rose Clemmons, the sick child’s mother; 
Mrs. Hattie I. Clemmons, who is Breckin- 
ridge Clemmons’ grandmother. and Mrs. 
Mary Clemmons and Mrs. Powhattan Clarke, 
also daughters-in-law of Mrs. Hattie Clem- 
mons, was en route to St. Louis from San 
Diego, Cal. 

They were bringing here for interment 
the body of Breckinridge Clemmons’ father, 
who recently died in California. The fam- 
ily occupied berths in the sleeping car on 
which McCollum was riding. Daily visits 
were made to the Hotel Beers by Dr. 
Jordan or one of ‘his assistants, who was 
especially alert inasmuch as the child was 
taken ill the second day after his arrival. 
The Httle fellow—he is only 8 years old— 
ate some peas on the dining car, and in- 
flammation of the stomach and bowels was 
attributed to that cause. The high tem- 
perature always attendant upon such {il!- 
ness was something of a handicap to the 
doctor in his vigil for smallpox symptoms. 
Monday evening an eruption appeared and 
Tuesday Dr. Reber was satisfied that he 
had a genuine case of smallpox to deal 
with. At Dr. Jordan's instructions Dr. 
Reber notified the members of the family 
not to leave their apartments. When the 
ambulance called for the chiki in the even- 
ing Mrs. Rose Clemmons insisted upon go- 
ing with the boy and was permitted to 
accompany him to the isolation ward. The 
child’s grandmother was desirous of re- 
maining with the little patien but dis- 
suaded. She declared her intentions, how- 
ever, of nursing him in case he was sent 
to Quarantine ospital., 

Dr. Jordan visited the child at 10 o'clock 
Wednesday morning and found him greatly 
improved. The vaccination which had been 
undergone by the youngster ten days ago 
had modified-the violence of the attack to 
such a degree that Dr. Jordan pronounced 
the case to be unusually mild. The boy 
was removed to the Quarantine Hospital at 
noon, his mother accompany.ng him. 

Mrs, Mary Ramsey, an intimate friend of 
the Clemmons family and also a guest at 
the Hotel Beers, went with her friends to 
the isolation ward. It was understood when 
the jadies left the hotel that they were to 
return to their apartments after the fumi- 
gkaion process at the old City Hall. Later 
they were notified by Mrs. Beers that they 
would not be allowed to come back. Dr 
Jordan called on Mrs. Beers in person to 
intercede for the family and to demonstrate 
that all the danger was over, so far as 
the risk to others was concerned. " 
Should Mrs. Beers remain firm in the stand 
She has taken the ladies will be made as 
comfomabhke as possible in the isolation 
ward. Rocking chairs have already been 
supplied them, and if they are forced to 
remain charges of the Health Department 
fresh beds and bedding will be previded ,

Men of thirst may expect to shortly 
be required to pay 5 cents more for silver 
and golden fizzes, me rs of the fizz 
family requiring an egg in the manufac- 
ture of each, and said to be very good in 
the morning. 

The men who have gs to sell say the 
condition ‘s not the fault of the hens, but 
of the cold weather. No self-respecting hen 
will do so well in excessively cold weather 
as in the balmy springjime or gentle sum- 
mer. It is averred by these same purvey- 
ors of eggs that the hens are avenging 
themeelves on the weather prophets for the 
recent visitation of Arctic weather, which 
ruffled them greatly. 

One year ago eggs sold at 10 cents a dozen 
wholesale. he advance has been 6 cents 
since Saturday last. The end ts not visibie 
to the naked eye. 

The prospect of Eastertide without egg 
is serious; but if there are to be no egg’, 
what will be done for spring chickens? Just 
think of that!

Mrs. M. M. Ayer, a florist, at 
315 N. Grand av., cashed two drafts for 
$15. They were drawn on Louis F. Webber 
of Chicago, from whom Greenbaum said 
he recegved regular remitiances. He had 
received money from this source before, 
and 'Mrs. Ayér thought it was all right. 

Gregory says he ts an Austrian and does 
not claim to be of noble birth. He was 
in the regular army for severa! years. He 
declares his transactions here are straight 
and that he will have no troubie in prov- 
ing his innocence in due time.

McClavey heard groans from downstairs. 
He went down, and, looking through the 
window, saw the body of aman on a 
lounge. He tried the door, and finding if: 
locked, broke it open. The fumes of gas 
were stifling. He recognized Ellerback and 
went to him and tried to rouse him. He 
shook him, but in vain. 

McClavey calied Patrolman Kohn, who 
summoned an ambulance. Ellerback Was 
taken to the City Dispensary, where Dr. 
Voerster said his condition was critical.’ 

When Dilerback lay down Tuesday night 
he closed the drafts in the stove. he gas 
could not escape through the flue.
